In this day and age when 
folk singers hunt for months for 
original ballads handed down thru 
the generations, this will be a rare 
treat. 

MRS. HUNTER’S BOOK has al- 
ready been received with enthus- 
iasm by thousands of readers, al- 
though only recently released, In 
Salt-Lake City alone over. 1,000 
copies have been sold. The Read- 
er’s Digest printed an article by 
the author in the August issue and 
will soon release the book as a sel- 
ection of it Book Club. . fred 
A. Knopf, the publisher, has paid 
Mrs. Hunter a rare tribute in pre- 
dicting that the book will sell mil- 
lions of copies. Mrs. Hunter has 
been receiving letters from people 
all over the United States who 
want to know where Heber Valley 
is. They are interested in bring- 
ing their families to visit the locale 
so vividly described in “A House 
of Many Rooms.”
